The city accepted bids on $9.69 
million in bonds Monday night at 
record interest rates. 
The $6,425 million in general 
obligation bonds will be sold to a 
consortium of First Southwest Co.; 
Republic National Bank of Dallas; 
Merrill Lynch, Pierce, Fenner and 
Smith; Kidder Peabody and Co.; 
Hornblower and Weeks—Hemphill 
Noyes Inc.; Dean Witter and Co.; 
Kirchner, Moore and Co.; and Paine, 
Webber, Jackson and Curtis. The

Financial advisor Frank Medanich 
of First Southwest told the council 
that the bonds, although only rated 
“A”, actually sold as if rated higher. 
He said this proposal netted the best 
interest rate yet for Plano. 
In other action, the council 
protected the principle of a greenbelt 
loop by refusing John Wells per­ 
mission to build an alley or street 
along his 250-foot easement. 
Wells reminded the council that the 
property was his and added that when 
the easement was acquired by Texas 
Power & Light Co. he was told that it 
could still be used for anything but 
buildings. 
“Across Coit Rd. the easement is 
only 150 feet wide while it is 250 feet on 
my property,” he explained. “On this 
220 acre tract, 14 acres are easement. 
Two hundred and fifty feet is a lot of 
greenbelt.” 
Wells said he planned a 12-foot alley 
rather than the normal IO feet to 
provide access to the greenbelt. 
Jim Murrell, chairman of the Park 
and Recreation Board, argued against 
allowing the 
alley. 
He 
said 
a 
precedent was being set of permitting 
alleys along both sides of the green­ 
belt, cutting the usable area to only 
220 feet. 
The greenbelt will be used for hike 
and bike trails, as well as passive and 


active recreation areas. Murrell said 
that without the greenbelf a park 
within the addition would be needed.

how to handle the problem. Jack 
Hatchell spoke out for front-entry 
garages while Larry Jackson opposed

The council was in unanimous 
agreement to join the North Texas 
Commission at a cost of $5,000 or 
about ll cents per resident.

Youth Nabbed For 
Investigative Division 
Studies Juvenile Crime 


(Editor’s Note: This is the second in a six-part series studying juvenile crime).

A young offender’s first confrontation with the juvenile justice system is most 
often with a police officer. That confrontation can result in one of several actions 
depending upon the type of offense, age of the child and even the juvenile’s at­ 
titude toward the officer. 
The Plano Police Dept, organized its first full-time juvenile division in early 
1976 and today three officers—Roger Barringer, Rick Allen and Pete Platt—are 
assigned to the task of investigating juvenile offenses in Plano. 
“Our main and only function is to represent the police department in in­ 
vestigating juvenile offenses,’’ explained Allen. 
“But a problem is that people call us and ask us to talk to their children,” in­ 
terjected Platt. “They say ‘come over and scare our kids,’ but that is not our 
function. We don’t have the time or expertise to do that.” 
“We are not supposed to make the kids afraid of the law,” Barringer added 
The juvenile team explained that three different actions can be taken when a 
patrolman or other investigating officer confronts a juvenile offender. 
First of all, a “notice to appear” can be issued to the child and also to his 
parents. This official notice is given exclusively in misdemeanor cases and 
diverts the juvenile away from the court system. 
When a notice to appear is issued, no formal charges are filed against the child. 
He and his parents are ordered to appear before juvenile officer Pete Barnes who 
will then take over informal supervision of the child (Barnes’ role will be 
discussed further in a later article). 
Warnings, another official action concerning juveniles, are usually given to 
status offenders—those youngsters accused of an offense which would not be a 
crime if the child were an adult (running away from home, truancy, curfew 
violations, etc.). 
The third type of action taken with juveniles is actual arrest and confinement 
in the city jail. All juveniles accused of felonies are put through the arrest 
procedure but those accused of misdemeanor crimes can also be taken to jail if 
the officer finds “probable cause.” 
Loose definitions of probable cause give arresting officers a great deal of 
flexibility, but those definitions usually range from the seriousness of the crime 
to whether or not the child’s Darents can be reached.

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Several recent sociological studies indicate that a child’s 
attitude—whether he is courteous and cooperative or rude 
and hostile to officers-—has an affect on what type of action 
is taken.

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Arrest and incarceration are the most serious actions of 
the police department and, according to Barringer, these 
are the actions the juvenile division tries hardest to avoid. 
“ We try to let the parents and the kids work things out 
together,” he stressed. “ We try to explain that this is the 
best way—please take care of your kids.” 
Barringer added that habitual violators and felony of­ 
fenders should go before the court, but that he felt children 
who committed “ no serious violations” would be betta- off 
working with Pete Barnes, the county juvenile officer. 
“ We try to deter them from jail—period,” commented 
Allen. “ But if the kids get more than three notices, we have 
to go to the parents and tell them we’ll pick (the juveniles) 
up.” 
Most of the work done by the three men consists of taking 
the reports made out by patrolmen and then working on 
investigating and developing the case. They are involved in 
the arrest, detention, adjucation (trial) and punishment of 
those juveniles. 
“ One of the things parents aren’t aware of is that we are 
not responsible for restitution (of damages that juvenile 
offenders might incur during their crim e),” noted Platt. 
“ That falls on Barnes. Also, we often make refererals—to 
welfare, child guidance, psychologists, etc.” 
“ We are not the judge and jury,” concluded Barringer in 
describing his division’s duties. “ We gather the facts and 
present them.” 
Upon leaving the hands of the local police department, a 
juvenile offender might usually be transferred to the county 
jail to await disposition by the county’s juvenile judge. But 
in Collin County, that step is not possible. 
The Collin County Jail, more than IOO years old, has been 
condemned by the State Board of Health. A state law also 
demands that juvenile prisoners be housed in such a way 
that they cannot view and cannot be viewed by any adult 
prisoners, and there are no such facilities in the old county 
jail. 
According to Sheriff Jerry Burton, all juvenile prisoners 
in Collin County are held in either the Plano or McKinney 
jails while awaiting disposition in Judge Tom Ryan’s 
juvenile court. 
He claimed that juvenile offenses were very time­ 
consuming in his department and that more than three- 
quarters of his officers’ time is spent dealing with juvenile- 
related business. 
"A high percentage of calls answered deal with 
juveniles.” Sheriff Burton said. “ Residential burglaries, 
minor thefts, destruction of property—all these type things 
can often be attributed to juveniles.” 
When the new county courthouse and jail facilities are 
completed early next year, the Sheriff’s Dept, will have a 
complete juvenile division with one entire wing on the 
second floor of the new jail set off for juvenile prisoners. 
“ It will be a more-or-less home or dorm type at­ 
mosphere,” Burton explained. “ There will be no cells, no 
bars, just one large room with half-beds and regular tables 
and chairs. The Family Code says that especially with first­ 
time offenders you can’t introduce them to jail or prisoner- 
type atmospheres.’’ 
After his arrest and detention in one of the city jails in 
Collin County, a juvenile offender gets his first introduction 
lo the juvenile court system when he appears before 199th 
District Court Judge Tom Ryan, also the juvenile judge. 
Long an advocate of juvenile probation in lieu of in-

carceration, Judge Ryan admitted that delinquency is 
“ getting to be a major concern.” 
He said that his choices are limited either to probation 
with intensive supervision or sending the child 
to 
Gainesville, adding that he is “ not satisfied that TYC 
(Texas Youth Council, which runs the state detention 
homes) does that much with delinquent children.” 
“ I just pray to God our probation officers will work with 
the kids until they see fit to change their ways,” he com­ 
mented. 
Judge Ryan’s job is to preside over the different phases of 
the juvenile court proceedings and then to make the 
decision on what to do with the child. 
The first phase of the proceedings is a detention hearing 
where the reasons for the child’s detention are discussed. 
Next comes the adjucation hearing which is the guilt-or- 
innocence phase, and finally the punishment portion. 
From that point, the juvenile may either be remanded to 
juvenile officer Pete Barnes or to TYC. These two alter­ 
natives will be discussed in tomorrow’s and Thursday’s 
editions of the Daily Star-Courier.

Republican proposal would 
have reduced the tax rates in 
the

brackets, thereby easing the 
burden on the middle income 
wage earner who has suf­ 
fered the most from inflation 
and increasing tax bites. 
The loss in revenues would 
have amounted to $11 billion, 
less than the amount in­ 
volved in the tax rebate. 
“ But the results would 
have been a hundred times 
greater.” said Collins. “A 
permanent tax cut allows 
consumers to make long­ 
term spending plans which 
provide a true spur to the 
economy. 
Knowing that 
monthly paychecks will be 
more 
generous 
makes 
people decide to buy the new 
car or put the down payment 
on a home A one-shot $50 
rebate is gone in the time it 
takes to buy two bags of 
groceries,” he said. 
History offers notable 
examples of the advantages 
of permanent tax cuts, said 
Collins.

Gentle handling gives 
old wicker new life 


D EAR PO LLY — I have an old white wicker fernery 
that has evidently been used on a porch and it is so very 
dirty. I want to spray paint it with white enamel but do 
not know how to clean it or prepare it for painting. I am 
afraid to wash it for fear the wicker will get soaked. Us­ 
ing a whisk broom has not helped. I do hope someone 
can help me. — JU N E A. 


D EAR JU N E A. — I think a whisk broom is far too stiff for 
brushing the dirt out of wicker. A large clean paint brush 
would do a better job or the attachment brush on your vaccum 
should remove the loose dirt. You mentioned that the fernery 
is now white. I wonder what condition the old paint is in. Often 
such pieces have been painted so many times that the old paint 
is flaking off and the new job would be far from satisfactory. 
That was happening to my white wicker porch chairs and last 
year I had them stripped of all paint by a furniture stripper 
and then they were spray-painted. If the present paint is in 
good condition a hosing off should not hurt it. I am presuming 
this is real wicker not the so called wicker that resembles 
papier-mache. — POLLY. 
D EAR PO LLY — When mailing gifts and other packages we 
take them to a Parcel Service where the delivery date is 
sooner and the cost less than that of regular parcel post Since 
many of our packages are addressed to a P.O. Box number in­ 
stead of the usual street address we always include the 
telephone number and area code along with the address. This 
enables the Parcel Service to contact the recipients im­ 
mediately on arrival. This is a marvelous time-saver and we 
can depend on packages arriving at a desired time. — C E F. 
D EA R PO LLY — The small scarves we wear so much now 
get so wrinkled and look as if they need pressing after each 
time they are worn. When I take one off I smooth and fold it 
neatly and place it between the pages of a thick magazine 
When I am ready to wear it again it is nicely pressed. — 
NAOMI. 
D EA R PO LLY — I make “ quickie” ice packs by soaking 
folded wash cloths or small hand towels and placing each one 
on a foam tray such as meat comes on. These are put in the 
freezer for about 15 minutes, taken out and slipped into a 
plastic sandwich bag. I always make two at a time. When one 
thaws the other is ready to replace it. 
When having new carpet laid always save several pieces to 
use for repairs. Careless smokers often drop ashes that leave 
burn spots. When this happened to me I called the carpet in­ 
staller and he told me to cut off some nap from a scrap, drop 
that milky white glue we use so much on the burned spot (of 
course, after scraping off the loose burned part) and then 
press the nap into the glue. More can be added to build it up 
Mine lasted for IO years but I still hold on to those carpet 
scraps just in case there should be another accident. — MRS.
